1963 Deadline For 

License Plates 

Springfield, Nov. 13— Feb. 
15 will be the. deadline for 
displaying 1983 motor vehi- 
cle license plates, marking 
the eighth consecutive year 
that date has been observed, 
Secretary of State Charles F. 
Carpentier announced today. 

He emphasized that this is 
not an application deadline, 
but rather the final date to 
have the plates attached to 
the vehicles. 

For motorists applying by' 
mall, this means their appli- 
cations should be In the of- 
fice no later than February 
1, Secretary Carpentier said. 
He again reminded motorists 
that they must show tlie 
driver license number on the 
plate application. If the ve- 
hicle is registered in two 
persons' names, the driver's 
license numbers of both of 
them must be shown. 

If the applicant does not 
hold a driver's license, the 
w<o r d "none" should, be 
shown. All applications wilt 
bo returned when the space 
Is left blank or in cases 
where one number is shown 
when there should be two, 
Mr. Carpentier said.

i URBANA — Holiday food 
stains can | make your table 
linen as sad a flight as a tur- 
key darcass. But If you work 
fast while jydUvi know what 
made the stain i and before it 
eets In tho fabric,. the cloth 
can be as good as now for 
another celebration. 
. Mrs. Ruth Galbralth, a 
University of Illinois home 
economist, recommends us- 
ing these procedures: 

To remove cranberry stain, 
~555S^Slfsltbtoh the stained area over 
a bowl and pour boiling 
water from a teakettle held 
about threo feet above tho 
cloth. . The water should 
strike the cloth with force. 
Now wasli the cloth in a' syn- 
thetic detergent and hot 
water: Do not use- soap be- 
cause soaps set soma fruit 
and berry stains. 

If the stain remains and 
the cloth Is colorfast,. sprinkle 
sodium perborate on the wet 
stained area and pour a small 
amount of very hot water 
through tho 
well. You can 
perborate at a drugstore 

Spilled coffee shouldn't 
spoil your day because you 
can remove coffee stains in 
this same way. 

But change your method 
before working on stains 
made by meat juices, gravies 
or cream. Because hot water 
sets these stains, sponge them 
with cold or lukewarm water 
and then wash in warm, soapy 
water. 

Don't let fear of spattered 
wax -keep you from using 
candles. Simply scrape off 
as much as possible with a 
dull knife and then wash the 
linen in hot, soapy water. If 
the candlo3 are colored, re- 
move any remaining dye stain 
by bleaching. 

When bleaching colored 
table linens, first test the ef- 
fect of the bleach on the In- 
side of the hem.

highway east of Grayslake 
which the Illinois Division of 
Highways has constructed on 
Illinois 120 from a mile east 
of U; S. 45 to Waukegan. 
The line generally will paral-
